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Most noticeable among these personages was a broad- 
shouldered sturdy man of middle height, with a ruddy coun- 
tenance, and snow-white tempestuous beard and hair. He wore 
large gold-rimmed spectacles, but his eyes were black and 
brilliant, and looked at his interlocutor with a certain genial 
fury of inspection. . . He spoke volubly and almost boisterously, 
and his voice was full-toned and powerful, though pleasant to 
the ear ... his words bursting forth from beneath his white 
moustache with such an impetus of hearty breath, that it seemed 
as if all opposing arguments must be blown quite away. .. He 
was clad in evening dress, though the rest of the company was 
for the most part in mufti; and he was an exceedingly fine 
looking old gentleman.

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PREFACE 


Anthony Trollope was born on the 24th of April, 1815, 
and died on the 6th of December, 1882. His first novel, The 
Macdermots, appeared in 1847. During the period between 
that time and his death, he produced forty-seven novels, be- 
sides several books of biography and travel. He also wrote 
many short stories, was editor of St. Paul’s Magazine, and 
was a frequent contributor to other magazines of his time. 

In the following Bibliography, First Editions are noted, with 
imprint, date and paging, or number of volumes. Those desir- 
ing further details concerning the First Editions are referred 
to Margaret Lavington's Bibliography, in T. H. S. Escott’s 
Anthony Trollope (1913), also to Michael Sadleir’s Excursions 
in Victorian Bibliography (1922). 

Note has also been made of editions which were brought out 
by other publishers, in the same year as the First Editions, or 
in a few instances, a year earlier. 

Many of Trollope’s works appeared first in magazines. 
Note of such appearance has been made, wherever found. 

Also all instances found of translations into foreign lan- 
guages are recorded. 

It may be added that certain of the novels should be read 
consecutively, as many of the characters reappear in them. 
The proper order of these is: The Warden, Barchester Towers, 
Doctor Thorne, Framley Parsonage, The Small House at Al- 
lington, The Last Chronicle of Barset. These are called the 
Barsetshire Novels; and they are continued by the Parliamen- 
tary Novels, which are: Can You Forgive Her? Phineas Finn, 
The Eustace Diamonds, Phineas Redux, The Prime Minister, 
and The Duke’s Children. 

This Bibliography is a revision and extension of a briefer 
form which was published.in four numbers of Mr. F. W. Fax- 
on’s Bulletin of Bibliography, running from May 1924 to De- 
cember 1925. Most of the material has been found in the Li- 
brary of Columbia University, without which advantage the 
work could not have been undertaken. 
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A great deal also has come from the New York Public 
Library, and the efficient and courteous service rendered there 
has been invaluable. 

Assistance has frequently been given by the Reference 
Librarians of other New York libraries, of the Brooklyn 
Public Library, the John Crerar Library in Chicago, and the 
Library of Congress in Washington. 

Several doubtful points have been settled by correspond- 
ence with authorities in England and Holland. 

All of this aid is most sincerely and gratefully appre- 
ciated. 

In a work of this kind, filled with detail, indulgence is 
asked for errors which must have appeared, and any in- 
formation concerning such errors would be most gratefully 
received.

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NOTE ON ANTHONY TROLLOPE'S 
ATTITUDE TOWARD AMERICANS 


Mr. A. Edward Newton has said that it is in this country 
rather than in England, that Anthony Trollope finds his 
greatest admirers. If so, it is a well merited return for the 
fair treatment accorded to Americans in Trollope’s writings. 

He had always felt that his mother’s book, Domestic 
Manners of the Americans, did great injustice to that people, 
and although, when he himself saw reason for criticism, he, 
as well as his mother, expressed such sentiments without hesita- 
tion and with characteristic vigor, he was now determined to 
do what he could toward giving out, under the name of 
Trollope, a fairer delineation of American traits than he con- 
sidered Frances Trollope’s book to be. 


My mother had written a very popular, but, as I had thought 
a somewhat unjust, book about our cousins over the water. She 
had seen what was distasteful in the manners of a young people, 
but had hardly recognized their energy. I had entertained for 
many years an ambition to follow her footsteps there, and to 


write another book... I worked very hard at the task I had 
assigned to myself, and did, I think, see much of the manners 
and institutions of the people. . . —Autobiography. 1883. 


His book, North America, therefore, is the result of a 
desire to write about a people whom he had tried to know 
and understand, and it shows a distinctly friendly attitude 
toward America and the Americans. 

Another pleasant evidence of this feeling is found in his 
novels, where he frequently gives Americans place among his 
prominent personages. 

Plantagenet Palliser, later the Duke of Omnium, is one 
of the best-known of all Trollope’s characters, and his 
name heads the list of the author’s own favorites. This Duke 
of Omnium represents England’s highest nobility, and yet 
Trollope, in The Duke’s Children, chooses an American girl, 
Isabel Boncassen, for the wife of the Duke’s son and heir, 
young Lord Silverbridge, and most suitably and charmingly 
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does she fill that exalted position, as Trollope depicts the 
situation. Moreover, it was a true love match. 

This again occurs in He Knew He Was Right, in which 
a high-born Englishman, the Honourable Charles Glascock, 
heir to a peer, falls in love with and marries Caroline Spal- 
ding, niece of the American Minister to Italy. She also is 
shown to be admirably qualified to fill the position in which the 
author places her. 

Perhaps the most significant instance of any is found in 
The American Senator. Here the chief character is an American 
of high political position, and of great intelligence, who is in 
England with the avowed purpose of studying her institutions. 
He never hesitates to say what he thinks, generally to the utter 
routing of his English companions. Trollope invariably depicts 
the Senator as the easy victor in these discussions, his listeners 
sitting speechless and glaring at his audacity, while he is open- 
ing his mind on the subject of some of their most cherished 
traditions. 

But at the end of the story, we are told, with that quick 
right-about-face which is one of the great charms of Trollope's 
style, that :— 


A few weeks afterwards, the Senator took his departure for 
home, and when we last heard of him, was thundering in the 
Senate against certain practices on the part of his own country 
which he thought unjust to other nations.
